who originally organized the CIO to move another step 
forward in the building of a labor party in the United 
State.s. Each year produce.s a new issue; each year there 
mu.st be a victory to keep the cadres of labor activism 
alive 
This year, it is the guaranteed wage; next year it 
Will be the 30-hour week; in 19 60 it will be the candidacy 
of Walter Reuthcr for president. 
American labor unions have not been successful as 
political parties. 
The Knights of Labf)r, the American 
Federation of Labor, the IWW, the CIO. the CIO-P.AC, and 
the American Labor party each built strength among 
workers, but they did not succeed, when any of them 
tried, as a political party. The Americans for Democratic 
Action have had a measure of succe.ss by infiltrating both 
the Democratic and Republican parlies.

' No candidate or political committee .shall accept or 
spend any money or any other thing or service of value 
obtained from or paid for in whole or in part by any 
organization which any person i.s required, a.s a condition 
of employment, to join, remain in. or support financially 
or otherwise."

Thr current discussion over the guaranteed annual 
wage is really a phase of the effort on the part of those 
who originally organized the CIO to move another step 
C l forward in the building of a labor p arty in the United 
States. Each year produces a new issue; each year there 
m ust be a victory to keep the cadres of labor acUvism 
alive 
This year, it is the guaranteed w age; next year it 
will be the 30-hour week; in 1960 it will be the candidacy 
of Walter Reuther for president. 
American labor unions have not been successful as 
political parties. 
The Knights of I,abor, the American 
Federation of Labor, the IWW, the CIO. the CIO-PAC, and 
the American Labor party each built strength among 
workers, but they did not succeed, when any of them 
tried, as a political party. The Americans for Democratic 
Action have had a m easure of success by infiltrating both 
the Democratic and Republican parties. 


\ bill has been introduced in the Michigan Legis­ 
lature in n a te Bill Sn. H O I» which provides that lf a 
union has a compulsor? membership (rinsed shop or 
union situp' it may not be a political party or operate 
In political causes, lf. on the other hand, such a union 
wishes to operate politically, it must rive up com­ 
pulsory membership. 
The theory is that compulsory 
membership in a political party Is fascism and is 
therefor* repugnant to our institutions. 


Under this bill, a union could not lawfully contribute 
to a political party or support a candidate for public office 


b v financial contributions out o f the union treasury. The 
provision on this subject in the Michigan bill reads as 
follows: 
• No candidate or political committee shall accept or 
spend any money or any other thing or service of value 
obtained from or paid for in whole or in part by any 
organization which any person is required, as a condition 
rf employment, to join, remain in. or support financially 
or otherwise.” 


Obviously this bill is a response to Walter Heather's 
political machinations. Ills power has grown tremend­ 
ously In recent year* and it must be admitted that he 
has operated with rare skill. Uhile the amalgamation 
of the AFL and thr CIO give* the appearance of a 
great victory for the American Federation of Labor 
and for George Meany, its president, the acceptance 
of Walter Reuther as director of organisation gives 
him the capacity to build a CIO factional group within 
the AFL. Labor leaders everywhere are conscious of 
Reuthcr's plan and purpose and they are setting out 
to clip his wings. 
In the forthcoming convention to 
complete the amalgamation. Reuther’* strength will 


be tested. 
i 


However, should Reuther win the g u aran teed annual 
wage in the automobile and related industries, e v ^ y labor 
leader will be forced to follow- him. because to the rank 
and file he will be an undisputed hero. 
The stakes are 
high. but Reuther is brash, courageous and a risk-taker. 
He undoubtedly assumes that as the capitalist tendency 
is to cut its losses and move ahead, one or the other of 
the big automobile companies will cave in rath e r than face 
a strike. 
Another factor that is behind this move is the pressure 
rf the left wing Ford local to win participation in the man­ 
agement of the com pany’s welfare and pension funds. 


Here then is a complex political as well as indus­ 
trial situation which cannot be considered altogether 
on the basis of the virtue* of the guaranteed annual 
wage. 
Involved is control of an industry, control of 
thr newly amalgamated AFL-CIO. a prospective can­ 
didacy for the presidency and all packaged In the 
person of the ambitious Walter Reuther. 


He is currently forming, on the side. an alliance of 
forces with the Farm ers Union, which is the more radical 
group in the agricultural population. Such an alliance is 
based on the support by Reuther's following in labor of 
rigid price supports and other phases of the Farmers 
Union program in return for the F arm ers Union backing 
of Reuther's program and ambitions. It is an unholy and 
cynical alliance because the workers will pay more for 
their food and the farm ers more for their cars and 
agricultural implements. 
But such unholy alliances have 
succeeded before in American politics and m ay succeed 
•gain.
